STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - The Stanford Daily has 
published what it says is a secret Selective Service 
System memorandum on how to combat anit-draft 
actions. 

William Evers, a militant who edited the Stanford 
University student paper last summer, would not say 
how he got the document but said it was written by 
draft officials to their youth advisory committees for 
discussion. 

Major listed recommendations published Tuesday 
included duplicate records and alarm systems to 
combat bombing, arson and vandalism, limited office 
hours to prevent “mill-ins;” toleration of sit-ins to 
avoid violence; expansion of the high school 
counseling program; more vigorous prosecutions, and 
a crackdown on filing of irrelevant papers by 
registrants.

PROJECTIONS 
by Keith Burns 


To judge a film properly, two critical factors must be evaluated: acting 
and directing. To a critic, the acting in a film is of less importance than 
is usually thought. Surely, bad acting can stand out as do stripes on a 
zebra. Yeta badacting job can often be masked by cutting, music and 
other tricks employed by a clever director. To the director goes the task 
of supplying a film’s pacing, mood and overall effect. 

One of the finest, recent examples of directing prowess is in Ken 
Russel’s film of D.H. Lawrence’s novel Women in Love. The book and 
the film deal with sexual identity, frustration and all that sort of kissy 
stuff in Britain of the twenties. : 

Women in Love stars Alan Bates, Oliver Reed, Glenda Jackson and § 
Jennie Linden. The film depicts the inter-relationship of these four 
people and the intense sexual current that motivates their actions. Each 
of the four represents a distinct sexual and intellectual “type.’’ Gerald 
(Oliver Reed) represents strength, yet there is ambiguity in his 
character. He doesn’t have any ideas as to the workings of love, either 
what or who. Gudrun (Glenda Jackson) is mystic sex and the sexuality 
of power. She desires complete sexual domination in her relationships. 
Urseila (Jennie Linden) is the most “typical’’ in her feelings of love. To 
Ursella, there is only one prevailing truth—marriage, home, love 
between man and woman-—there can be no other. Rupert (Alan Bates) 
is a man driven by sexual turmoil. He recognizes the need for a man to 
want a woman for ultimate love, but there is also a need to love another 
man. Whether this love need be homosexual, is not clearly conveyed by 
the film. Rupert’s philosophy differs from Ursella’s on this point and 
causes a deep friction in their relationship. Some scholars of literature 
have identified Rupert’s character as a semi-autobiographical portrait of 
Lawrence’s sexual character. There are four people, each with a distinct 
and highly-sophisticated sexual identity. The film traces each 
character’s search for his identity and the interaction with the other 
three when the philosophies clash 

The acting is first-rate, by the supporting cast as well as the featured 
players. On first glance Glenda Jackson and Alan Bates seem more 
deserving of special attention. It may be due to the apparent fact that 
their characters are more dynamic and defined more clearly than either 
Oliver Reed or Miss Linden. That facade is cast away when the acting is 
more closely examined. Each of the ‘eads gives a sustained and 
excellent performance. It is up to the audience to pick favorites, this 
reviwer cannot 

Without fear of refutation, I believe Women in Love will remain one 
of the most sensual pictures ever made. Ken Russel has taken Larry 
Kramer’s adaptation and created a film of erotic beauty not seen in 
movie houses tor years. (It is interesting to note that another D.H. 
Lawrence work The Virgin and the Gypsy has been transported to the 
screen with equal quality. The film suffers from a few cutting flaws but 
the entire work still stands nearly untarnished as a film of excellence.) 

Mood ‘s what best descrihes this film. By precise choices of lighting, 
staging and camera, this film creates a total sense of the underlying 
sensual themes that permeate the work and hold the audience in its 
celluloid web. There are so many portraits to this film that it brings to 
mind some of the finest work of Opheels. 

Three scenes stand out: the first is the wrestling match between 
Gerald and Rupert. Both men are nude, their bodies glistening with 
perspiration, lit by a fireplace; yet, it is as though they themselves were 
radiating the light. The second portrait is Gerald’s sleep in the snow; the 
third is the final scene, Ursella and Rupert in the small “Lady 
Chatterly” cottage. 

There are too many other pieces of photographic poetry to coldly list 
them in importance 

This is a film that should not be seen as a “sex film,” although 
sexuality prevails in every frame. Rather it is that rare film experience 
that unites beauty and eroticism and softens both with an English mist 
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"T could have danced all night. . .”
